The selfstarter, “the 
boon of the present day motorist, is 
accompanied by one rather unfort- 
unate result. The operator who étan- 
ked his engine by. hand-knew the feel 
of the compression and was guided 
by it in determining, to a_ certain 
extent the power of his engine. Many 
persons seldom crank their engines 
by hand ané@ have no guide except 
the operation of the car to warn then 
that compression is falling off.
